Before the Court is the parties' Joint Motion for Entry of Consent Decree and Dismissal 
(Doc. #68). Having reviewed this matter and being fully advised of the premises and the 
stipulation of the parties, ATI, Inc. ("ATI"), plaintiff, and Fargo Products, LLC ("Fargo") and 
Titan Machinery, Inc. ("Titan"), defendants, this Court hereby finds and orders as follows: 

1 . This Court has jurisdiction over the parties and of the subject matter of this action. 

2. This action arises under the Patent Laws of the United States. 

3. The parties, each represented by counsel, have informed the Court that they have 
reached a Settlement Agreement. 

4. United States Patent No. RE36,284 was duly and legally issued to AgTracks, Inc., 
now known as ATI, Inc., by the Patent & Trademark Office on August 31, 1999. Reexamination 
Certificate No. RE36,284 Fl confirming the patentability of its claims was issued on November 
25, 2008. Such patent and its reexamination certificate, copies of which are filed at Doc. #68-1, 
are collectively referred to herein as "the '284 Patent." 

5. This suit alleges that defendants have infringed the '284 Patent by their manufacture 
and sale without ATI's authority of certain track modules. The track-module products in dispute 
are those pictured or illustrated in the documents of Exhibits A-C, filed at Doc. #68-2, such 
products being collectively referred to herein as the "Subject Products." 

6. For purposes of settling this case, the parties have agreed that the '284 Patent is valid 
and that the Subject Products infringe certain claims of the '284 Patent.

The Joint Motion for Entry of Consent Decree and Dismissal is GRANTED. More 
specifically, IT IS HEREBY FURTHER ORDERED THAT: 

A. Defendants and their agents, servants, employees, and all persons acting in concert or 
participation with either of them are permanently enjoined, during the term of the 
'284 Patent, from making or causing to be made, selling or causing to be sold, or 
using or causing to be used, anywhere in the United States or its possessions, the 
Subject Products, except as otherwise permitted under the Settlement Agreement. 

B. This case is dismissed with prejudice, this Court retaining jurisdiction of the parties 
to enforce this Order. 

C. Each party will bear its own costs and attorneys' fees in this matter. 
LET JUDGMENT BE ENTERED ACCORDINGLY.
